closer to the grassroots. 

‘TOO BIG’ 

It is appalling to consider the 
acreage of forests that have to 
be cut down to produce the 
Sunday Tribune, Chronicle, and 
Examiner. Puklishers of a small 
paper such as East Bay Labor 
Journal can’t help but realize 
how 
newsprint is run up because of 
the resultant increasing scar- 
city of productive forest land. 

The American Institute of 
Management after a study of 
the operations of General Mo- 
tors declared that General Mo- 
tors “is too big for the good 
of American businessmen who 
must deal with it, and too big 
for the good of the country.” 
The question was raised “if the 
time has not arrived to dis- 
cuss limitations to enterprise, 
however honestly and skilfully 
managed.” 

That question has occurred 
to the present writer, who for 
years has been a steadfast daily 
and Sunday reader of the New 
York Times. That paper, on 
this side of the water, is in- 
comparably superior to all else. 
Year by year it seems to in- 
crease this supremacy. Its pres- 
tige grows steadily. That too 
might become a danger some

The latest round of increases 
affects household equipment 
particularly. Most major manu- 
facturers have just raised prices 
of television sets. The price 
hikes range from $5 to $30 a 
set. Several large manufac- 
turers have also announced in- 
creases on washing machines, 
refrigerators, electric ranges, 
freezers, mattresses, rugs and 
auto tires. Also pending are 
price increases on 1957 cars 
which various reports estimate 
will be from $40 to $100, and a 
five percent boost in price tags 
of men’s shirts scheduled for 
spring. Chief exceptions to the 
price-raising spree are textile 
products and lumber, which 
have held steady and even 
gone down a little in some 
cases. 


In food, the higher grades 
of meat continue expensive 
with poultry relatively reason- 
able. The long-promised goal 
of a chicken in every pot finally 
may be realized this fall; since 
steaks and roasts for the time 
being are beyond the means of 
moderate-income families. 


Many of the increases are 
attributed by manufacturers to 
higher costs, especially of steel. 
The fact is, even the unwar- 
ranted price hike of $8.50 on 
steel does not account for the 
size of the boosts recently or 
about to be made. 

In the case of cars, for ex- 
ample, the average car takes 
two tons of steel (some popu- 
lar-price makes require less). 
An increase of $17 in the cost 
of two tons of steel is notice- 
ably less than the contemplated 
boost of $40-$100 on cars. Simi- 
larly, the increase in the cost 
of steel for a washing machine 
comes to only $1.20, yet tags 
on some washers have just been 
marked up as much as $24. 


Another and more certain 
reason for the higher prices is 
the higher cost of borrowing 
money. Interest rates have been 
raised steadily in the past three 
years, both for business and 
family borrowirg. Thus, you 
pay more in the finished price 
of an article because of the 
increased cost of business loans, 
and you also pay a higher fi- 
nance charge on _ installment 
purchases.
